The money that is collected 
from the sale of the water, by 
the water and sewer depart 
ment, is supposed to be used 
solely for the operation of that 
department, Smith feels that 
each department should st 
within its budget, and he said so. 
He is not in favor of water u: 
paying for the highway 
department expenses 

‘There was another item, in the 
meeting htat night, on which 
Smith spoke. It can be called 
“Buy American.” That slogan is 
to go into the specifications for 
the new water mains for 
Hathaway Acres and off Gowing 
Road 

Mr. Smith recalled another 
street in Wilmington in which 
the water main was installed by 
a private contractor for a real 
estate development. The valves 
that were used, it turned out 
later, were said to be “just as 
good.” They had been made in 
Japan. 

Since that street was com- 
pleted the Wilmignton Water 
and Sewer Department has had 


interjected with “the advisory 
role is that of the superin- 
tendent. The authority to elect a 
principal or any other employee 
of the schoo! department rests 
exclusively in the hands of the 
school committee, and it was 
only a few years ago that the 
superintendent was given the 
power to recommend, and with 
good reasons." Brooks added 
that this is the first time in his 16 
years on the school committee 
that such a stalemate has ever 
developed 

The board members said they 
“have spent long hours meeting 
with Dr. Sager to discuss how 
this deadlock could be resolved 
and hope to reach a compromise 
soon.

Planning board defends 
official map concept 


The Wilmington Planning 
Board is preparing to defend the 
idea of an Official Map. A 
discussion 1s being prepared, for 
the next selectmen's meeting, 
which will probably be on 
August 22 

The meeting with the select 
men 1s to discuss the Marion 
Street controversy, about which 
former selectman Dan Gillis 1s 
causing a controversy 

Members of the board pointed 
out to each other then there are 
other streets in Wilmington 
which have blank portions of the 
street, unaccepted. One such 
street, they said, was Roosevelt 
Road, which has two con. 
structed ends, and woodtand 
between them 
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‘The board is agreed that the 
official map is the single most 
important legislation for 
Wilmington in the past 10 years. 
The official map was adopted in 
town meeting June 25, 1973 

The second most important, 
most needed legislation, they 
agree, was the designation of the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals as 
the permit granting authority 
This occured in the town 
meeting of March 12, 1977 

During those four years the 
selectmen were the permit 
granting authority. As the result 
ot the two votes on the town 
meeting and the “infinite 
wisdom’ of the board of appeals 
the original intentions of the 
planning board in preparing the 
official map are now being 
realized. The vote has brought 
order to the development ot 
paper streets, and has con 
served and promoted the 
general welfare of the town. 
he members pointed out 
that, unless there is a way on the 
official map, or there is an 
approved subdivision, no public 
water supply lines may be 
constructed, no sewer may be 
installed, no other municipal 
ulility or improvements be 


constructed. No person may 
open a way for public use unless 
iis shown on the official map or 
1s under subdivision control 

The planning board is 
prepared to tell the selectmen 
that it supports the concept of 
adequate roads, capable of 
supporting the utilities and 
vehicular traffic tor the entire 
frontage of any buildable lot, 
and t anything less is 
unacceptable 

Town Engineer Bob Higgins 
told the board that he had 
analyzed, some time ago, the 
relative proportions of people 
who appear betore the board of 
appe for official map 
hearings. 

Regular builder 
in favor, They have found that 
they can sell homes more easily 
when the street is regular 
constructed 

And, Higgins added, the fact 
that there are only three or four 
municipalities in Massachusetts 
with an official map 1s no ex 
cuse. Many towns without an 
official map now require any 
home construction to adhere to 
such standards. Higgins named 
Lexington and Tewksbury as 
two such towns,

Gustus named acting chief 
at Middlesex County Hospital 


William Gustus of 161 
Burlington Ave., Wilmington, 
has been appointed interim chief 
of the Middlesex County 
Hospital in Waltham. He was 
appointed over a week ago by 
the Middlesex County Com- 
missioners. The job pays $45,000 
a year 

According to the Reading 
Chronicle, it appears that 
another man may accept the full 
time appointment to the job. 
Eugene C. Arnold of Ithaca, 
New York, was recently the 
administration chief of the 
Hamad General Hospital, in 
Doha, Qatar, in the Persian 
Gulf, Arnold, tor several weeks 
has not responded to the com- 
missioners’ job offer. 

Two weeks ago the com- 
missioners, on a 2-1 vote, ap- 
pointed Gustus to the position 
for a three month period. The 
vote was by commissioners 
Thomas Larkin and Michael 
McLaughlin, McLaughlin had 
proposed that Gustus be ap- 
pointed to the position per- 
manently 

Since then Arnold had con 
tacted Larkin and renewed his 
interest in the directorship. 
Larkin was reported as saying, 
last Thursday, that Arnold had 
not responded to the job because 
he “was a little fuzzy,” a 
cording to the Chronicle, about 
the hiring procedure. 

Larkin and Commissioner Bill 


Schmidt would like to con- 
summate a contract with Arnold 
soon. Arnold is expected to be 
meeting with the commissioners 
individually, this week, and 
Commissioner Larkin has been 
quoted as saying that he has no 
objection to having Gustus hold 
the position for a three month 
period 

Gustus is the county policy 

manager for'the commissioners 
of Middlesex County, a position 
which has held since last 
February.

Commissioner McLaughlin 
had originally voted against 
Arnold's nomination, and had 
nominated Frederick Boss, 
former director of the Hale 
Hospital in Haverhill. Boss was 
the only other finalist in 
terviewed by the com 
missioners, McLaughlin, 
however, could not get a second 
vote to appoint Boss. 

Gustus has indicated that he 
may apply for the director's job 
on a permanent basis. This, 
however, was before Arnold 
renewed his interest in the 
position.

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Board members encouraged Fay 
to apply for WHS principal

One of the candidates for 
Wilmington High School prin- 
cipal said recently that he had 
the backing of at least two 
school committee members in 
his bid for this position. Bill Fay, 
principal of the West In- 
termediate School, explained 
that although neither of these 
board members indicated that 
they would cast a final vote for 
him, he had been encouraged by 
some board members to apply 
for the job. 

Fay would not identify which 
committee members had 
suggested that he apply for the 
principalship, Com- 
mitteewoman Brigit Zukas did 
say, however, that she had in- 
dicated to the rest of the com- 
mittee that she found Fay to be 
“an attractive candidate’ 
before he was called in for an 
interview, Phil Fenton has also 
said that he had been biased 
toward Fay throughout the 
process, but he did not make a 
final decision on a candidate 
until after the interviews were 
conducted, 

Fay's obvious committee 
support has stirred up quite a bit 
of controversy, Som* people 
have alleged that he toid another 
candidate, Dr. Joseph Connelly, 
principal of the North In- 
termediate School, not to apply 
for the job because he (Fay) 
already had most of the com- 
mittee vutes sewn up. 

Dr. Connelly, after » Kesitating 
for a moment, said that none of 
the candidates had ever said any 
ot these things to him. Fay did 
admit, however, that he ap- 
proached Connelly, to whom he 
indicated he intended to apply 
for the position and that he had 
been encouraged to apply by 
some board members. Fay also 
said that he considers Connelly 
to be a good friend, but, he 
added, “Who was I to tell 
someone not to apply? As a 
matter of fact, the application 
deadline was on a Friday, and 
Dr. Connelly called me on 
Thursday to tell me that he was 
going to apply so that there 
would be no misunderstandings, 
and I told him he had a right to 
apply.” 

Although Connelly said no 
other candidate had told him not 
to apply tor the principal's job, 
one board member said he or 
she was disappointed that he 
applied because this person 
feared the current controversy 
would* “resuit’ if doth ine 
termediate principals applied 
for the position. 

Another accusation leveled at 
board members is that they 
support Bill F candidacy 
because of their relationships 
with him or to repay a favor. 
‘The only member of the present 
school committee that has in- 
dicated any specific ties to Fay 
is Jonn Brooks, 

“Oh sure, we're  triends,” 
Brooks explained, “but that 
doesn’t in any way enter into my 
decision because the first time 
Bill applied for a principalship, | 
was the deciding vote, and I 
voted against him,” Fay served 
on the school committee with 
Brooks from 1968 until 1970, when 
he resigned to apply for the 
principalship of the Glen Road 
School. Both men are also 
Rotary Club members. 

Fay said he did not know any 
of the other committee mem. 
bers until after they were 
elected, though Zukas said she 
had worked with him at the West 
Intermediate School on a part 
time basis prior to joining the 
committee. 

As for committee members 
pledging their allegiance to F: 
in repayment for past favors, 
Fay replied, “I can’t tor the life 
of me figure out what that could 
be. I can’t figure out what I 
could do for them that would 
make them support me. The 
only thing I could do for them 
would be to support them in 
their election, and I've never 
done that for any one of them.”’ 

Bill Fay doesn't, deny his 
popularity in Wilmington and 
admits that his support of any 
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candidate in upcoming elections 
“would have a bearing to a 
degree.” 

How much weight Fay pulls in 
town has been debated, though 
no one, including Fay himself, 
would deny it can be quite ex- 
tensive. He said he would expect 
to be faced with more ac- 
cusations about his connections 
with the selectmen rather than 
the school committee since he 
knows, has supported, or is 
friends with most of the select- 
men 

The debate about Fay's 
political clout here doesn’t stop 
with the supportive and oc- 
casionally threatening phone 
calls school committee mem- 
bers and doctor Sager have 
received from various persons. 
According to Nancy Clark, who 
replaced Fay on the school 
committee when he resigned to 
apply for the Glen Road prin- 
cipaiship, she was subject to a 
myriad of phone calls and some 
harrassment all geared to en- 
courage her support of Fay for 
that post. There were threats at 
that time, too, she said, like 
those that current board 
members have cited, that she 
would not be re-elected to the 
committee if she did not vote for 
Fay. Clark also said that Fay's 
long-standing ties with many of 
the towns top. politicians have 
given him a political edge at 
tur 


however, said he never 
asked anyone to make any 
phone calls to the schoo! board 
members, and added, “I did not 
call any one of those school 
committee members and ask 
them for their vote. I can not 
control what parents do," 

Whether or not Fay's political 
ties can or should be an issue is 
hotly debated, Zukas said his 
sociability or the tact that he 
grew up in town and knows 
many people here should not be 
held against him. People should 
look beyond ail that, she said, to 
see his qualifications, such as 
how he brought about much 
needed changes at the West 
Intermediate School when he 
took over there. She also denied 
accusations that she is standing 
by Fay because of her hopes that 
she will get his support in the 
upcoming election. 

Fay’s work at the West In- 
termediate School has also been 
a topic of discussion recently. It 
is a tact that Fay made many 
changes at that school when he 
sett the North -Iniermediate 
School to become principal at 
the West, His work there did 
change the atmosphere of that 
school to a more disciplined, 
controlled facility, 

Linda MeMenimen and tor- 
mer school committee member 
Jim Demos said the problem at 
that school was not necessarily 
as serious as it has been 
described by various residents 
and that there are other aspects 
of the issue to consider. Many of 
the children who attended the 
West, for example, came from 
the Shawsheen School where 
discipline had been poor until 
the principal there eventually 
resigned while the committee 
was researching the situation, 
McMenimen said. Fay’s work at 
turning the “Wild, Wild West" 
around has been commendable, 
both McMenimen and Demos 
agreed. 

“Anybody who had any kind of 
administrative ability with the 
support of the superintendent 
and the school committee and 
the other services in town, such 
as the police department, could 
have handled that problem," 
Demos said. One of the issues 
involved with the troubles at the 
West Intermediate School, he 
added, was that the ad- 
ministration in that building did 
not receive any support from the 
school department. 

There are other issues in- 
volved in “how the West was 
won,’ however. Some people 
question whether Fay solved the 
problem there, or just simply 
eliminated it, Several teachers, 
tor mple, who had worked 
with him at the North requested 
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transfers to the West when Fay 
moved there. He also asked that 
several teachers who he felt he 
could never agree with 
philosophically be transferred to 
another school, he said. And at 
Jeast two children who had been 
severe disciplinary problems 
were expelled. 

No one can take away from 
Fay’s accomplishments, 
however, the fact that the 
reputation of the West In- 
termediate School did change 
completely sometime after he 
took over. He attributes this, as 
many other people including 
board members have, to his 
strong disciplinary procedures.~ 
Kids don't respect an ad- 
ministrator’s reputation, he 
said, until they see him in ac- 
tion, however. 

Dr. Connelly said that he 
considers “discipline to be (his) 
strong suit, too.” Since 
Proposition 2'2 came in, he 
explained, the intermediate 
schools have been without an 
assistant principal, which put 
additional pressure on the ad- 
ministrators. 

Rumors have also been cir- 
culating that Dr. Sager will not 
recommend Fay for the 
prinipal’s position due to a 
personality conflict that may 
exist between the two. Sager has 
admitted that she and Fay have 
disagreed philosphically in the 
past, and McMenimen has said 
it would be fair to say that Dr. 
Sager has indicated that she 
would not be able to work with 
him as high school principal 
Fay, however, said he has 
“always had an excellent 
relationship with the superin- 
tendent and the school com- 
mittee." 

Fay said he believes Sager is 
happy with him as an in- 
termediate school principal and 
feels he is most Valuable to the 
community in his current 
capacity. Sager has stated that 
she is satisfied with him as West 
Intermediate School principal. 
Fay also said, “You have to 
admire her steadfastness. There 
aren't too many people that 
would fly in the face of school 
committee resistance.” 

As for any conflicts or con 
frontations that may have oc- 
cured between Sager and 
Connelly in the past, both said 
they have differed 
professionally on occasion, but 
that their differences rested 
only with the issue. Once the 
issue had been resolved, the 
matter was dropped, they said. 

The committee and Dr. Sager 
will be working on a com- 
promise or a temporary solution 
to the problem on August 10 at 
7:30 in the high school 
auditorium. The most widely 
discussed prospect has been 
hiring a temporary or acting 
principal to handle the 
necessary functions of running 
that school until a permanent 
principal has been hired. Both 
Sager's choices, Dr. Connelly 
and David Sweeney from 
Foxboro High School, as well as 
Bill Fay, have indicated that 
they would be willing to accept 
the position on an acting basis. 
Sweeney could not be reached 
for comment, but both Connelly 
and Fay said they were con- 
fident that once they got into the 
job, their work would speak for 
itself. Neither man worried 
about risking the tenure they 
each currently hold. 

“Tenure has never been a 
concern to me," Fay said. “If 
you do a good job, you don’t have 
to worry about tenure."’ 

Other subjects that have been 
mentioned by some people as 
concerns or reservations about 
Fay's candidacy have to do with 
his membership in the Rotary 
Club and the fact that he is a 
partner is a travel agency. Fay 
said his weekly lunches at the 
Rotary Club are probably the 
only times he eats lunch. As for 
his business ventures, he said he 
is a one third partner in an 
Andover travel agency, but 
basically only on paper. He has 
not actively participated in that 
business at any time. 
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Elaine Hachey of Dunmore Road, 
Wilmington has been named as the 
state appointee to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, A member of the 
Democratic Town Committee, she 
replaces Melvin Keough on the 
authority. 


Ham radios - a hobby that

Tosome it is a game, to others 
a hobby, but to the thousands of 
people helped in emergencies, 
amateur radio is a lifesaver 

Amateur or ham radio, as it 
has been labeled, has been 
around since the early 1900's. It 
not only gives the operator a 
chance to communicate with 
people locally and across the 
world, but it is also designed to 
help in disaster and emergency 
situations. Several com- 
munities, for example,have 
etablished a network of hams 
who use their radios to report 
accidents on local highways and 
streets. Ham radio operators 
also provided the only means of 
communication to victims of the 
1976 Guatamala earthquake, the 
1977 Johnstown flood, and the 
1980 eruption of Mount St 
Helens. 

According to Al 
Livingston Street, 
who has been involved in 
electronics and radio com- 
munication since his high school 
days, the Federal Com- 
munication Commission's 
(FCC) allowance for amateur 
radio states that it must be used 
tor the public good and must be 
available as a means of com- 
munication in emergencies. 
People must have a reason for 
being on the air, he explained, 
whether it is to simply chat with 
another person or to get 
desperately needed police, fire, 
or medical help in an 
emergency 

A person doesn’t need a tot of 
money to get started in ham 
radio, Kinnon said, just a lot of 
interest, Currently, he has a 
very simple radio set up, which 
small antenna, a 

receiver and

a radio 
simple transmitter. 

Kinnon said a person could 
pick up the necessary equip- 
ment for about $100, though avid 
radio operators have been 
known to spend as much as $200 


for their equipment. The radio 
receivers ham operators use are 
different from the radios most 
people are familiar with in cars 
of homes. Ham receivers ha 
different bans and trequenc 
on them, and with the right 
license from the FCC, an 
operator can broadcast on up to 
all of these stations. 

Kinnon, a salesman and 
certitied public accountant 
(cpa), became involved with 
radio. broadeasting when CB 
radios were popular. CBs, he 
said, are similar to amateur 
radios yet tend to be very simple 
compared to the complex 
amateur radios. CBs are used 
generally for chatter or to warn 
drivers about where state 
troopers and speed traps may 
be. Amateur radio, on the other 
hand, 1s used to communicate 
with people in other parts of the 
world and to help local officials 
locate and aid accident victims. 

Alter a while, Kinnon said, he 
became bored with his CB. 
Then, he found a newspaper 
article about Rick Beebee, the 
assistant director of the Eastern 
Mass. Chapter of the American 
Amateur Radio Relay League. 
‘The article was all about ham 
radio and how to get involved 
with it, so Kinnon called Beebee, 
who told him about the 
association's beginners’ class 
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Unhappy with sewer work 


Daniel Canada, 55 Florence 
Ave., South Tewksbury found 
that he was among friends when 
he visited the Tewksbury 
Conservation Commission 
(concom) on July 19. 

He told the concom he had 
bought his home in 1981 and had 
ideas of landscaping the 
backyard. But then sewer 
construction workmen showed 
up to staft work on the town's 
main trunk line. 

Canada displayed pictures to 
the members of the concom 
showing what followed, He also 
told how “they ran hoses 
through my yard and ruined the 
backyard and front yard and the 
fence.”

But he added that the con- 
tractor just put down one half 


The Billerica chapter of this 
organizaton, which has over 100 
members including several 
from Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, offers a free class 
for people interested in ham 
radio. The class is given at the 
Billerica Honeywell facility, 
where the group also holds its 
meetings and training sessions. 
In order to get a ham radio 
license, a person has to take this 
course because the course helps 
students prepare for the written 
license exam, The course is 
given several times throughout 
the year and usually runs for 
eight to 10 weeks, Many of the 
people who take the course, 
Kinnon said, are family 
members or friends of current 
ham radio operators. 

Although there is no cost for a 
ham radio license, applicants 
must take not only a written, but 
a Morse code test because this 
code is the basic means of 
communication for ham radio. 
There are several types of 
licenses from beginner to ad- 
vanced, he said, but in order to 
advance to a higher license, a 
person must again pass a 
written and Morse code exam. 
The higher a ham moves on the 
license scale, the more 
frequencies he is able to 
broadcast on. Regardless of the 
type of license a person has or if 
he has a license at all, he can 
listen to all the frequencies on 
the receiver, but he can 
broadcast only on those stations 
allowed under his license. There 
are currently about 400,000 
licenses for ham radios in the 

J.S., with over 1,000,000 license 
across the world. 

‘The first exam an applicant 
takes to get his license is the 
Morse code test, he said, which 
is generally given by another 
ham, Once the applicant passes, 
the ham sends written 
notification to the F that the 
d that part of the 
‘C then torwards 
the ‘written test to the ham to 
give to the applicant. Once the 
test is completed, it is sent back 
to the FCC where it is graded. If 
the person passes the written 
exam, he receives his license. 

Ham radio broadcasting is 
different from regular radio or 
television broadcasting in 
several ways. Television and 
radio are allocated one 
frequency or station that must 
be used all the time. Hams, on 
the other hand, can broadcast 
across a wide range of 
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inch of loam around the yard 
and then departed. 

When Canada started to fix up 
his residence, he was told by 
other persons that he needed to 
get permission from the con- 
servation commission.

frequencies and may change 
frequency any time. Ham radio 
can not be used for business 
purposes, however. There are 
special types of radios for 
businesses, but they are not the 
same as ham radios and receive 
a different license. 

The FCC strictly regulates the 
use of ham radios, Kinnon said. 
To do this, he explained, the 
FCC monitors the radios to be 
sure people are using only those 
frequencies allowed in their 
license and are sticking to other 
broadcast guidelines, Only 
licensed operators are allowed 
to broadcast, too, Each licensee 
receives a call sign, he said, 
which he must state every 10 
minutes while he is broad- 
casting. If a person does 
something wrong, he is notified 
and warned by the FCC. 

Kinnon said he enjoys ham 
radio as a hobby because it is 
very different from what he does 


professionally. ‘And that's 
what's important about a 
hobby,” he added, “that it’s 


different from what you do all 
the time.” 

Although Kinnon considers 
ham radio a recreational ac- 
tivity, there are many other 
hams who take amateur radio 
quite seriously. The Billerica 
Amateur Radio Society, as part 
of the national organization, 
holds an annual field day to test 
emergency operation 
techniques. It is a contest that 


gives hams a chance to 
demonstrate their ability to 
provide communication in 


emergency situations. During 
the tield day, which was held in 
June, thousands of hams set up 
their stations outdoors using 
only emergency power and 
portable antennas, They then 
tried to contact as many 
operators as possible in 24 
hours. 

But to Kinnon and others like 
him, ham radio is exciting, a 
chance to listen to, help, and 
communicate with thousands of 
people across the globe. Many 
people, he said, use their ham 
radios to talk to relatives in 
other states or parts of the 
world, and some ham radios can 
be hooked up to telephone 
systems, as well. Of course, 
while two relatives are 
broadcasting to each other, 
hams everywhere could be 
Estening too, Because, after all, 
Kinnon said, “Nothing is private 
on amateur radio. You never 
know who may be listening."

Dr. Foster receives 
degree with first class 
from Tufts Veterinary College 


Dr. Henry Foster, president 
and chairman of Charles. River 
Breeding Laboratories in 
Wilmington, became a surprise 
member of Tufts University 
School of Veterinary Medicine's 
first graduating class when he 
was awardéd a Doctor of 
Veterinary Medicine degree 
extra  ordinem at recent 
ceremonies. 

Foster, who is also chairman 
of the school’s visiting com- 
mittee, earned a D.V.M. degree 
in 1946 from New England’s last 
veterinary school, Middlesex 
Veterinary College in Waltham. 
The school, however, was not in 
existence long enough to earn its 
accreditaton, and thus, Foster's 
degree from Tufts is his first 
from an accredited institution, 
Tufts’ vet school, which has 
provisional accreditation, ex- 
pects to earn full accreditation 
in the fall of 1983.

laboratory animals. Under his 
direction, the laboratories have 
developed sterile breeding 
techniques to create, among 
others, Caesarean-Originated, 


Barrier-Sustained 'COBS) rats 
and mice which have led to 
important breakthroughs in 
human medicine, 

Says Dr. Franklin M. Loew, 
the veterinary school’s dean, 
“No one is more responsible for 
improving the health of rodents 
used in research and teaching 
than Dr, Foster, Scientific 
techniques he has applied in his 
company are now used 
throughout the industry."” 

Foster, who stood with the 
veterinary class of 1983 to take 
the Veterinarians Oath, has

Planning board postpones decision 
on new AMC dealership 


A building permit for the new 
Wilmington AMC dealership on 
Main Street may be some 
distance away. So it appeared, 
at least, on August 9 at the 
meeting of the Wilmington 
Planning Board. 

Ben Restuccia of Wilmington 
Ford has, the planning board 
has been told, aq agreement 
with American Motors, for a 
new auto dealership. He is going 
to set aside a portion of the Ford 
Jot on Main Street, and construct 
a building for the new dealer- 
ship. Michael Nicolosi, a 
commercial builder, visited the 
planning board two weeks ago, 
and then again on August 9, to 
get planning board approval 

He didn’t get it. On a vote by 
the board the approval was 
postponed until August 23, The 
vote was three to one, Arnold 
Blake voted “negative and 
then termed it all 
“procrastination.” 

It was sort of a long, long 
story 

Rocco DePasquale, select- 
man, appeared at 8 p.m. for a 
few minutes to tell the planning 
board that he wants a public 
hearing, before Restuccia gets a 
first class license to sell AMC 


cars. He has been getting 
telephone calls, he said, both in 
favor and against. 

When Nicolosi appeared 
before the board at 8:45 p.m., he 
had charted the site of the signs 
on the Ford property, as 
requested two weeks earlier. He 
had, on the plans, the site of the 
proposed buildjng of 9100 square 
feet, and plans showing grass 
between the building and the, 
street, as he had been requested. 

“All I need is approval here, 
tonight"’ he said. Restuccia, he 
said, will get approval, “‘and I 
can start building in five 
weeks." 

Anthony Gentile spoke up to 
say the selectmen wanted a 
public hearing. Arnoid Blake 
asked whether the planning 
board was in a position to give 
permission “‘tonight.”* 

The conversation went on and 
on. Nicolosi told the board, 
among other things, that 
Restuccia had already applied 
for a license, When Carole 
Hamilton wanted to talk about 
signs, he suggested that “we 
forget about them for a while. 
Mrs. Hamilton told him it was a 
part of the planning board “site 
review. 


Finally Bill Hooper, chair- 
man, reached over and put the 
official stamp on the plans, and 
Nicolosi left. 

‘That stamp did not mean the 
plan was approved. It meant 
solely that it had been submitted 
to the planning board. The 
planning board, by law, has 35 
days to consider a plan, from a 
planning viewpoint. So far the 
plan had been in their hands for 
two weeks. 

Then, at 10 p.m., while the 
planning board was discussing 
other items the chairman of the 
board of selectmen, Dan Ballou 
appeared. That started another 
conversation about whether or 
not the planning board had to 
approve before the selectmen 
did, and whether or not the 
selectmen had to advertise for a 
public hearing. It went on and 
on. 

Finally, with — everyone 
seemingly confused, Mr, Gentile 
suggested that the planning 
board postpone any decision 
until August 23. This was after 25 
minutes of conversation. 

The vote was three to one, 
Blake voting negative. Ballou 
then left, He said he was going to 
talk with the town manager in 
the morning.

Tai Chi: Energy through graceful exercise 


By William Pacino 


Travel the longest distance 
possible along a chosen path of 
life. 


Such a journey is a most worthy 
endeavor, but how can it be ac- 
complished? 
The strength and health 
necessary for this voyage will 
come from a commitment to daily 
exercise. 
People who do some form of 
exercise on a regular basis (at 
least three times a week for one 
hour per period) have better 
circulation, better muscle tone, 
and fewer illnesses than people 
who do not exercise. In addition, 
those who exercise regularly 
usually enjoy a feeling of physical 
and mental well-being. 
If good health is sought as a 
joal of life, then the heart must be 
ven work beyond the minimal 

mands made on it by sedentary 
ving. 

Recommended exercises are 

\faried, including jogging, 
imming, tennis, golf and 
tskiing. Emphasis during the 
{workout periods is on gradually 
{giving the body more work to do 
til an optimum level of fitness 
ds reached, measured by pulse 
tate before, and at stated in- 
ervals after exercise. Certain 
frercles seem more suitable for 
me age groups than for other. 
Thus a'milder form of exercise is 
usually recommended for older 
ple, persons in poor health, or 
ose who are recovering from an 
illness. 


I would like to introduce Tai Chi 
Ch'uan, a unique system of 
exercise developed hundreds of 
years ago in China by Taoist 
Monks. This form of exercise 
eonsists of a graceful, deliberate 
routine, done while standing and 
shifting body weight in slow, 
continuous movement This 
éxercise, using concentration and 
deep breathing, works to reduce 
Muscular tension and increase 
Hedy awareness. A program of 

‘ai Chi can be learned inex- 
pensively and fairly quickly from 
courses offered locally at the 
Middlesex Community College in 
Bedford, the Cambridge Center 
for Adult Education in Harvard 
Square and at several Greater 
Boston YMCAs. “

In China, Tai Chi is viewed with 
great respect, and many Chinese 
claim that it has been known to 
lower high blood pressure and to 
alleviate joint diseases and 
gastric disturbances. 

Tai Chi is an ideal way to 
exercise for many people who are 


interested in attaining and 
maintaining a able degree 
of physical fitneSs and for whom a 
high level of fitness is un- 


necessary. Those who begin to 
practice Tai Chi soon realize it is 
not effortless. The Tai Chi form 
demands a considerable amount 
of work by the leg muscles 
because it is done with bent knees 
in a kind of quarter squat. Weight 
shifts from foot to foot as the form 
is performed, involving all parts 
of the body in building muscle 
tone and aiding improved cir- 
culation. 

Because the Tai Chi form ex- 
cludes extreme movements and 
emphasizes gradualness in 
learning, its practitioners avoid 
the pulled muscles and other 
injuries that sometimes ac- 
company more strenous ac. 
tivities. ‘Students are not called 
upon to twist and turn in a way 
that might cause parts of the body 
to suffer strain. Instead, a feeling 
of restraint is encouraged and no 
movement is ever forced 


The possibility of injury in- 
creases when exercise is left to 
weekends and is not done three or 
four times a week. Authorities on 
the subject are in accord that this 
is a dangerous practice because 
the body is not accustomed to the 
demands made on it and will 
react adversely instead of being 
helped. A milder form of exercise 
which can be done daily is much 
preferred over a more strenuous 
one performed infrequently. Tai 
chi, which can be practiced in 
one’s home and needs no special 
equipment, is well suited to daily 
exercise. 

The value of Tai Chi seems to 
stem as much from its 
psychological as from its 
physiological effects. The fact 
that modern medicine is finding 
more and more connections 
between mental attitudes and 
physical health may indeed help 
to explain the value of Tai Chi, 
which is designed to have a 
calming effect on the mind and 
nervous system 

Western exercise programs, 
with a mindless 1-2-3 repetition, 
don’t deal with the need for a total 
exercise, one that encompasses 
both mind and body. 

If people are to exercise 
regularly, month after month and 
year after year - a requirement 
that fitness experts consider 
important for continued good 
health - they must have an 
exercise that is interesting 
Calisthenics become boring 
Running laps around a track, or 
swimming from one end of a pool 
to another, often becomes 
mentally tiresome. Jogging over 
changing terrain is interesting or

some, but weather conditions 
sometimes prohibit this form of 
exercise. Few activities can 
match the variety and interest of 
the Tai Chi form. 


The movements are based on 
self-defense techniques. Because 
attention must be given to 
balance and co-ordination, it is 
difficult to do the ‘form 
automatically. Performing an 
exercise that absorbs your at- 
tention is important because it 
has been demonstrated that 
people generally derive less than 
optimum benefit from doing 
exercises they consider unin: 
teresting or boring. 


In addition to its value in 
developing physical fitne: 
practicingTai Chi as an exercise 
also develops the ability to use 
our body in a more efficient way. 
“Efficiently” the legs become 
strong enough to fully do the job 
of supporting and transporting 
the standing, walking and run- 
ning body. When the legs are 
weak there is tendency for 
muscles of the upper body to be 
used to compensate and, as a 
result, to become tense 


Tensing muscles which are not 
needed to perform a movement 
result in an expenditure of energy 
needlessly. This in turn tires the 
body more quickly. Emphasis 
while doing the Tai Chi form is on 
using only the minimum of 
strength needed to accomplish an 
action. With thjsin mind, a goal 
becomes using your body fully in 
whatever you are doing. For 
example, opening a door with 
your body and not just your arm 


Learning to relax contributes to 
a more efficient use of the body, 
but it confers benefits beyond 
this. Relaxation receives major 
emphasis in Tai Chi. As the form 
is practiced, muscles un- 
necessary to a particular action 
are kept loose and free of tension 


Shoulders are not raised or 
tightened, the chest is not thrown 
out or forward, breathing 


becomes deeper, and the stomach 
is permitted to move in and out 
with each breath. The body is not 
forced to perform beyond com- 
fortable limits 


These limits are gradually 
extended as strength and 
flexibility increase with daily 


practice. Breathing is not forced 
or tampered as in some systems 
of exercise and mediation. In- 
stead the body is permitted to 
take-in the ainount of air it needs 
on the assumption that it is the 
wisest judge of its requirements, 

If you notice the changes in 
your breathing while doing the 
form, you become aware that 
after a few minutes of practice 
your breathing becomes deeper 
and slower, This happens 
naturally and without direction 
by your conscious mind. In the 
same way, doing the form in as 


relaxed a way as possible, and 
with correct posture, permits 
your body to function freely and 
naturally, instead of being forced 
into the cramped and twisted 
contortions or the hypertensions 
necessary in some sports and 
exercises. 


All the movements of Tai Chi 
are geared to encourage 
relaxation. The weight of the body 
shifts continuously from one foot 
to the other and the movements 
are performed in circles, ares and 
spirals. The end of each 
movement becomes the begin- 
ning of the next one, which con- 
serves energy and produces a 
feeling of tranquility and 
emotional security. 

Unfortunately for those who 
want quick results, the at- 
tainment of this relaxed state is 
not a matter of a few weeks. A 
fast-paced, often hectic life 
produces a degree of tension that 
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most people are unaware of. It 
takes months and even years for 
some students to release this 
tension. It is a gradual process, 
but it produces a feeling of calm 
and well-being that is new and 
welcome. 


Mystery of ‘Chi’ 

At the heart of Tai Chi is the 
Chinese concept of ‘chi’, a word of 
many meanings - air, vitality, 
spirit, breath, atmosphere and 
circulation. It is hard to define 
“chi’’. One Tai Chi expert calls it 
“biophysical energy generated by 
respiratory rhythm." Perhaps 
the best English equivalent is 
“intrinsic energy’’ or “vital 
force." Whatever ‘chi’ jis, doctors 


of Chinese medicine sy it can be 
cultivated through pratice of the 
exercise and stored 4n a spot 
called the “tan-tlien,” located 


exactly three inches below the 
navel. Once stored, the chi can be 


circulated by the mind through 
the body 


In an ancient Chines treatise on 
Tai Chi, the author stated, ‘The 
mind directs the ‘chi,’ which sinks 
deeply and permeates the boi 
The ‘chi’ circulates freely, 
mobilizing the body so that jt 
heeds the direction of the mind. If 
the ‘chi’ is correctly cultivated, 
your spirit of vitality will rise 
and you will feel light and alert,” 
It_is this physical and menthl 
effortness, as manifested through 
the Tai Chi exercise, that ac- 
counts for the prolongation and 
rejuvenation of life, ‘ 

Exercising, along with proper 
dietary habits, should»be con- 
sidered an essential part of your 
life. Essential because such 
practices provide the strength 
and health that will enable you to 
travel the longest distance 
possible along your chosen path

Ivy poisoning is 
largely preventable 
Learning to identify 
poison ivy in its 
various forms is easy 
for anyone who will 
study pictures and 
general descriptions of 
the plant. It can be 
either a vine or low 
shrub, having shiny, 
dark green leaves in 
groups of three. The 
plant produces 
clusters of tiny flowers 
along the main stem. 
which become dense 
clustors of white 
berries in the early 
fall. The leaves 
become bright yellow 
or orange in the fall 
after the first hard 
frost 

If you have plants on 
your home grounds 
which you cannot 
identify but suspect 
could ‘be poison ivy 
send a few leaves.

Hanscom Field recently for en- 
tertainment and to give people a 
look at what the Air Force has 
and what they can do with it 

Included in the day’s numerous 
festivities were two army bands, 
an army drill team, local 
minuteman companies, a 
precision motorcycle team, 
sentry dog demonstrations from 
the State Police and Pease AFB, a 
parachute team from Fort 
Devens, ground display aircraft, 
and military and industrial 
exhibits from the Electronic 
Systems Division.

However, many came to see 
what 20 million are expected to 
see this year, the high flying 
‘Thunderbirds who could be heard 
for miles around 

The Thunderbirds, led by Major 
James D. Latham of shawnee 
Mission, Kansas, gracefully 
whizzed through the sky per- 
forming precision aerobatic 
manuevers to the delight of the 
crowd below 

According to Major Lawrence 
Stellmon, the most difficult 
manuever is the bomburst in 
which they fly up in formation

and then split off doing a 360 
degree turn before returning back 
to the original formation that they 
were in. Stellmon explained that 
it was difficult because at one 
point during the manuever, the 
jets are coming directly at each 
other and the timing has to be 
precision perfect in order for 
them to pull out of the chicken 
run 


Stellmon flies the slot position 
for the team which is the jet on 
the inside of the six jet formation 
behind the leader. “The jet is 
fantastically manueverable, 
said Stellmon who hails from Hot 
Springs, Montana 

The Falcon would have to have 
such instantaneous mobility for 
the Thunderbirds who demand so 
much from their aircraft while 
flying high in the blue yonder. In 
fact, in nearly 2500 air shows, the 
Thunderbirds have never had to 


cancel a performance due to 
maintenance problems 
However, there have been 


crashes. The most recent was 
January's crash of four jets in 
which four pilots died. As tragic 
as it was, Stellmon said, “The loss 
of four good friends is tough but 


we feel they would wam w .. 
continue." He then compared it to 
a car accident saying that if four 
friends were killed, one would feel 
terrible but would still drive 
January's crash, and others, 
were due to mis-timing which is 
why Thunderbird pilots practice 
twice a day, six times per week 
while training from December to 
March. Stellmon said that the 
training period gets new pilots 


“working together” with current 
pilots in order that a sense of trust 
can be? developed when they 
perform together 


But requirements to become a 
Thunderbird are stern due to the 
quality needed while performing 
in the air. In order for an air force 
pilot to become a Thunderbird, 
his application must be hand- 
picked from the many special- 
duty applications submitted 
before undergoing a screening 


And if a hot pilot with 1,000 flying 
hours or more gets picked from 
the pile, he then has his flying 
background and experience 
closely scrutinized by the current 
‘Thunderbird pilots. 
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From that point, the applicant 
would head off to Nellis AFB near 
Las Vegas, the home of the flight 
showmen since 1956, and fly in 
formation with the Thunderbirds 
so that his airmanship could be 
observed. - 

After such flying, 
recommendations are made to a 
board of Thunderbird senior 
officers before going for final 
approval to the commander of the 
Air Tactical Command. 


If selected after going through 
the vigorous procedures, the pilot 
will go into the december to 


March training period before 
finally before zipping through the 
sky in the Air Force's newest 
aircraft in a performance for a 
civilian audience. 


And that newest aircratt that 
they use is the Falcon which is the 
eigth jet flown by the team. The 
first of which was the F-84G 
‘Thunderjet in 1953 to last year's 
T-38A. The sleek F-16 Falcon 
currently used is a multirole 
combat fighter

The bird is nearly 50 feet long 
and can move at a speed of Mach 
2 plus. That's more than twice the 
speed of sound (2,176 miles per 
hour at 32 degrees fahrenheit). It 
is propelled by 25,000 pounds of 
thrust from its turbofan engine 
which is slightly more than the 
weight of the aircraft when it is 
fully fueled and has minimal 
ammunition capabilites 

However, the Falcon is not the 
fastest in the world even though it 
is one of the latest electronic 
wonders of the miliary. In fact, a 
lot of the work and electronics 
were developed at Hanscom. So, 
in effect, the air show was a kind 
of homecoming for the Thun 
derbirds. 

And there will be many more 
homecomings for the Thun: 
derbirds as they tour ap 
proximately 70 different bases in 
performances

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Investment counselor advises Retired Men’s Club 


The July 27 meeting of 
Wakefield Retired Men featured 
Thomas E. Lovell, Investment 
Counselor in Reading. Introduced 
by President-elect Ralph Went- 
zel, Mr. Lovell asked, “How 
smany were here on my visit three 
years ago?” Seeing many hands 
Taised, he commented, ‘‘I'll try to 
ive you something new and 
current.” For instance, some 

news, ‘The recession is 
over’! At least that’s the word 
‘trom Wall Street pundits, who 
claim that the Market is dull. 
‘They see some signs of progress. 
inflation is low and no segment of 
the public is affected by inflation 
more than the elderly retiree. 
When it is high, you can find 
yourself broke without having 
done anything at all.

Employment growth 


important to the region 


Employment in business ser- 
vices has grown more rapidly 
than in high tech manufacturing 
despite the widespread attention 
the latter commands, according 
to an article in the latest issue of 
the New England Economic 
Review published by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. The 
author of the article, Lynn E 
Browne, Vice President and 
Economist at the Bank, points out 
that the two are interrelated with 
the most rapidly expanding 
business services reflecting 
growth in high tech manufac- 
turing. She also notes that both 
computer services and 


management consulting are 
likely to be less vulnerable to 
foreign competition than many 
manufacturing activities both 
because of their market orien- 
tation than many manufacturing 
activities both because of their 
market orientation and their 
detailed knowledge of American 
business practices. The growth of 
the service industry provides 
evidence of the varied nature of 
industrial development and is a 
powerful argument in favor of 
creating an environment con- 
ducive to innovation rather than 
targeting assistance to specific 
industries, the author says. 


New England spending 
higher than most 


Large New England cities and 
towns spend about twice as much 
per capita as cities of comparable 
size in the nation as a whole, 
according to Katharine Brad 
bury, Economist at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. Writing 
in the latest issue of the Bank's 
New England Economic Review, 
Ms. Bradbury points out that the 
most important reason for the 


higher spending of the region's 
cities is differences in financing 
local public schools. Most cities in 
other parts of the country do not 
directly finance local public 
schools. The striking differences 
between the municipal role in 


New England and other stites 
raise the question of whether the 
New England states should 
change that role and if so, how. 
The structural imbalance 
between city and town respon- 
sibilities and revenue sources 
leads to high property taxes and 
large interlocal tax and service 
disparities. The author suggests 
that policy actions by state 
gevernments could reduce some 
of these difficulties. Three 
possible approaches — service 
takeover, more aid and local 
option taxes — should be 
carefully balanced and examined 
in the light of each state's specific 
situation, the author says

“corn on the cob” is an all-time 
favorite across the Bay State 

It’s the start of the peak 
harvest season at local farms, 
and other produce items plent- 
iful at farm stands and markets 


are ripe red juicy tomatoes 
eggplant, fresh potatoes, car- 
rots, shell beans, cucumbers, 


cabbage, lettuces, squashes, be- 
ets and greens 

More land has been planted 
with sweet corn this summer in 
Massachusetss, according to the 
state Food and Agriculture 
Department, with 8,600 acres 
to be harvested, an increase of 
900 acres over the 1982 season 
The continued dry soil cond- 
itions are not helping the corn 
however, and most crops are 
showing the effects of lack of 
sufficient rain 

In fresh native fruit, sweet 
juicy blueberries are in season, 
and the harvest of early apple 
varieties has just begun. The 
cranberry crops are in blossom 


and the crop promises to be| (a) 
good and large in size 
Our own garden this year has 


been quite different from that 
of other year’s. The vegetables 
planted have been the same, but 
the speed \of growing and what 
the garden looks like this time 
around is something new to us 
The rainy spring contributed to 
a slow beginning but all the 
heat in July (a record) has the 
garden looking like wall-to-wall 
vegetables. 
We started the Green Knight 
and Victory Hybrid cucumbers 
from Burpee Seed Co. seeds and 
we have had our best produc- 
tion ever. In the past, our 
cucumbers would get to a 
certain point and then fade and 
wilt quickly because of some- 
thing (an insect of some sort) in 
the soil. But this year, the 
cucumbers are holding their 
own. We had excellent results 
with the “burp-ess” variety 
The bush green beans, called 
Provider from Johnny's Seeds 
in Albion, Maine, have come 
and gone and we are preparing 
to plant a second crop that 
hopefully we can harvest before 


the fall frost. This year the 
beans grew. very tall, but 
wouldn't. you know it, the 


beans were at their peak while

we were away on vacation. The 
lettuce, Green Ice (native) and 
Paris White (Romaine) from 
Burpee was quite plentiful but 
it went to seed quickly under 
the hot July sun, It is gone for 
this summer, but we were 
taking out lettuce by the 
grocery bag full when it was at 
its peak 

The next row in the garden is 
jammed with Burpee Hybrid 
Zucchini Squash. We did not 
thin the plants like Jim Croc- 
kett tells you in his “Victory 
Garden” book, so we have a 
mass of flowering plants. So far 
we have realized only three 
good-size zucchinis from the 
garden, but we anticipate more 
The Yolo Wonder peppers, 
bought in flats, are doing well 
The smallest plant right now is 
the one with the best looking 


peppers. Peppers have been 
consistently good growers in 
our garden over the years 
We are getting around to a 


second planting of Sugar Snap 
peas. The first batch, steamed 
brightened many a meal in the 
middle and late part of June

The pea fence we make the peas 
climb in order to save space in 
the garden needs some work 
However, it will be hard to 
do anything with it because the 
pea vines become so entangled 
in it. We also forced the cukes 
to climb a fence in order to get 


a little more usefulness out of 
ssmall backyard garden 


Finally we come to the pride 


and joy of the garden — the 
tomatoes. We bought two new 
varieties this year, Burpee .VF 
and Better Girl in flats. We have 
to have plants that are disease 
resistant because of the soil and 
the insects that inhabit it where 
we live

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So far things look good, we 
have a good many good-ize 
green tomatoes on the vine. We 
have topped off the plants so 
they push all their power into 
the tomato fruit and not into 
growing more leaves. 


Garden tips 
Among the joys of August are 
luscious, sweet, home-grown 
tomatoes. With care, you can 
extend this enjoyment well into 
the fall 


Tomatoes will stay ripe on the 
vine only two or three days 
before beginning to decay. If 
you can not harvest them at the 
right moment, “Country Jour- 
nal” magazine suggests you pick 
them as early as possible 
and then ripen them over the 
next few months 

First, ripen some indoors at 


temperatures between 60 and 
72 degrees. Put them in a north, 
not south window 

Then store other green tom- 
atoes for later use by wrapping 
them individually in newspaper. 
If you keep them at 55 degrees 
they will last-longer. In some 
cases it makewssense to pull up 
the entire vine and hang it right 
side up where temperatures are 
55 to 72 degrees. You will have 
lots of ripe tomatoes after the 
vines have withered 

Another tip from “Country 
Journal” is based on eating the 
flowers. This daring idea should 
jazz up just about any dish 
Don't toss just any flowers into 
your salad, some like foxglove 
and lily of the valley are poj 
sonous : 

Instead, try squash and pump- 
kin blossoms. They can even be 
dipped into batter and fried like 
a fritter. Nasturtium blossoms 
are a peppery addition to any 
salad, And day lily buds, 
steamed and buttered, are del- 
icious 

The blossoms or leaves from 
your violets are tangy and 
colorful in the salad bowl, but 
they are a g source of 
Vitamin €
